gests itself is—“Who are the persons who 
are offering to supply coolies at the 
regular rates and in considerable numbers, 
on condition that they get permanent 
engagements as Stevedores ?” 


They are persons who, evidently, on 
‘their own shewing, can influence large 
numbers of coolies and are willing to use 
that influence if they can see thelr way to 
make a profit out of it. Ifthey have this 
power wlth the coolles, they may be 
exercising {It either to get the coolles to 
return to work or to keep them away 
from It. Are they. the: peraons, or soma 
of them,.who are misleading thelr more 
Ignorant fellow-countrymen to thelr Injury 


are correct,

and tothe Injury also of our trade and 
commerce generally? 

If firms have binding agreements with 
thelr compradores to supply coolies at 
fixed rates when required and there are 
no stipulations in such contracts exempting’ 
them from such liability in case of 
strikes, then they ought to be required 


to fulfil their engagements ‘and. made} 


to pay damages if they do not.. At 
the same time ev-ry firm must be left 
free to act In such & matter as It pleases. 
Tt might Involve a greater loss to fight the 
compradore than to sit still and walt 
patiently till the strike is over. The 
compradore may be an equally innocent 
sufferer and equally free of complicity 
with the strike. If, however, a. 
compradore professes his inability to 
get coolies “and ‘another man {s ready 
and willlng to supply them, there must be 
something radically wrong somewhere. It 
is.clearly not the coolies who areto blame.: 


Every merchant who, in the present 
crisis, having the power to put pressure 
on the compradore without good cause 
fails to do so, certainly falls to perform 
the first duty of a ‘citizen and’ to 
give the Government that | support 
and assistance that It is fairly entitled 
to; but every merchant and every mer- 
cantile firm must be left to decide for 
himself or itself what ought to be done, 
and it would be difficult to call any one to 
account for remaining quiescent without 
a very full knowledge of the position of 
the merchant or firm and of its relations 
to the compradore.
